Argentine  grain  sowings  completed.    Wheat  and  flaxseed  crop  condi- 
tions fairly  satisfactory,  especially  in  the  important  southern  sections 
of  Santa  Fe  and  Cordoba.     In  northern  Santa  Fe  and  Entre  Rios,  however, 
serious  damage  is  reported.     In  Buenos  Aires  province  and  La  pampa  terri- 
tory the  crop  condition  is  good.     The  condition  of  barley  and  oats  is 
also  said  to  be  generally  good.

New  South  Wales  (Australia)  wheat  prospects  improved  as  a  result 
of  beneficial  rains  in  the  dry  districts.

Italian  early  corn  crop  officially  estimated  at  118  million  bush- 
els as  against  70  million  last  year.     (Agricultural  Attache  Steere, 
Berlin,  September  22. ) 

Russian  fall  grain  sowings  to  September  15  total  44  million  acres 
or  45  per  cent  of  the  plan  and  compares  with  57  million  acres  sown  last 
year  at  the  same  time.     Sowings  are- very  backward  in  the  regions  where 
early  completion  is  necessary  for  favorable  crop  progress  and  yields.  A 
third  of  the  tractors  are  reported  unusable.      The  slow  harvest  in  the 
southern  regions  is  also  delaying  fall  work.     (For  statement  on  the  Rus- 
sian fall  sowing  plan,  see  page  454  and  for  table  of  tractors  see  page 
466  in  this  issue's  feature  of  "Current  Russian  Agricultural  Developments".) 
Cereals  cut  to  September  10  totaled  173  million  acres  of  which  only  69 
million  acres  had  been  threshed.     (For  comparisons,  see  page  447.)  Pro- 
curings  to  September  15  for  all  grain  in  the  Union  were  only  26  per  cent 
of  the  yearly  plan.     Wheat  procurings  to  September  10  were  only  19  per 
cent  of  the  yearly  plan  compared  with  48  per  cent  at  the  same  time  last 
year.

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BREAD  GRAINS 

Summary  of  recent  breed  grain  information 

The  total  production  of  wheat  in  35  countries  now  reporting  stands 
at  3,136,972,000  bushels  or  101.2  per  cent  of  last  year's  harvest  in  those 
countries.     The  rather  marked  upward  revision  has  now  been  reported  for 
Spain  with  the  official  estimate  placed  at  180,704,000  bushels,  a  record- 
crop.    This  compares  with  the  August  figure  of  161,449,000  bushels  and  a 
1931  production  of  134,426,000  bushels.    With  the  present  acreage  officiall 
2stimatod  nearly  6  per  cant  below  last  year,  extraordinary  yields  must  have 
occurred  in' nearly  all  'sections  of  the  country  as  the  important  wheat  prov- 
inces are  somewhat  scattered.     The  last  official  estimate  for  Algeria  is 
32,150,000  bushels,  an  upward  -revision  of  a  little  over  2,000,000  bushels. 
This  increase  is  offset  by  the  official  figure  for  Lithurnia  which  was  be- 
low the  previous  unofficial  estimate.    For  mcrj  detail  ;d  information  see 
the  wheat  and  rye  tr>ble  on  the  following  page. 

The  total  production  of  rye  in  22  countries  now  reporting  is 
936,574,000  bushels,  about  29  per  cent  above  last  year's  comparatively 
small  crop  but  about  2  million  bushels  under  the  1950  crop  in  those  coun- 
tries.   Germany,  Czoebo Slovakia  and  Poland  show  en  increase  over  last  year 
by  approximately  116  million  bushels.    Austria  and  Lithuania  were  added  in 
the  totals  during  the  week  and  both  show  an  increase  over  last  year. 

The  small  arrivals  of  Russian  wheat  in  European  continental  coun- 
tries are  reported  unsatisfactory,  Mr.  Shcllenberger  cables.     Three  samples 
however ,  representing  September  arrivals  of  Russian  ".heat  in  England  from 
Theodosia  tested  58.5  pounds;  they  were  of  hard -winter  typo  and  appeared 
of  strong  quality.    The  admixture  of  foreign  mrtter  was  reported  less  then 
one-half  per  cent.    World  shipments  of  wheat  during  the  week  ended  Septem- 
ber 17  advanced  again  to  nearly  11  million  bushels  after  dropping  down  to 
only  6.4  million  the  previous  week.     The  Eerth  iunori-cr.il  movement  at  about 
5.7  million  bushels  was  r  substantial  increase  over  a  week  ago  rs  was  also 
the  Australian  shipment  of  1.8  million  bushels. 

Soft  '..heat  imports  are  now  prohibited  by  Belgium.    A  domestic  wheat 
milling  quotr.  of  10  per  c  mt  until  Jrnur.ry  1933  with  15  per  cent  thereafter 
is  expected.    Effective  September  14,  1952  the  Egyptian  government  in-

-ad  -..heat  flour  by  400  milliemes  and  200  milliemes  pot  1C0  gross  kilos  (39 
cents  per  bushel  end  64  cents  po-r  bbl.  of  196  lbs.)  respectively  for  each 
category  according  to  the  Department  of  Consiwrce.    The  new  ratos'now  range 
between  74C  and  1,205  milliemes  per  100  gross  kilos  on  wheat  (72.5  and  118 
cents  per  bu. )  and  between  830  and  1,290  milliemes  on  wheat  flour  ($2.66 
and  $4.13  per  bbl.  )  the  current  rate  under  the  sliding  scale  depending  on 
the  quotation  for  Australian  wheat  and  flour *at  Egyptian  ports. 
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European  weather  and  crop  conditions 

The  southeastern  section  of  European  Russia  was  hot  and  dry  general- 
ly during  the  week  ended  September  11,.  Agricultural  Attache  Steere  at 
Berlin  reports.     There  were  frequent  light  showers  in  most  of  the  north- 
ern section  and  abundant  rains  in  the  southern  part  and  Uorth  Caucasus, 
Northern  Germany  and  the  Scandinavian  countries  had  normal  or  above  normal 
rainfall  the  week  ended  September  14  with  very  little  rain  in  other  Euro- 
pean countries.     It  was  especially  dry  in  Austria,,  Poland,  Czechoslovakia, 
Switzerland  and  parts  of  Prance „     Temperatures  continued  much  above  normal. 
The  dry  weather  in  Prance  was  hindering  field  work.    Thunder  storms  re- 
lieved the  prolonged  drought  conditions  in  the  southern  part  of  Italy. 
Conditions  were  satisfactory  in  Switzerland,  though  there  is  considerable 
rust  damage.'    The  wheat  crop  is  above  average  in  Belgium  but  below  earlier 
expectations*

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Foreign  market  conditions 


Europe 

Prices  were  declining  on  most  continental  European  markets,  Hr. 
Steere  reports.    Holland  was  fairly  active  the  first  part  of  the  week  ended 
September  14,  but  quiet  later  in  the  week.    Belgian  prices  were  steady, 
declining  later  in  the  week.    Imports  of  soft  wheat  are  prohibited  there. 
The  government  decided  to  introduce  a  domestic  milling  quota  of  1C  per  cent 
until  January  1,  1923  and  15  per  cent  after  that  date.    The  French  market 
was  quiet  with  prices  declining.    There  was  some  revival  of  wheat  imports 
into  Italy  from  North  America,  Australia  end  Germany.     Czechoslovakia  re- 
ported active  demand  for  hard  wheat  of  good  quality.    TTheat  was  steady  and 
rye  more  active  in  Austria.     The  3-erman  market  was  dull  with  declining 
wheat  prices  but  comparatively  firm  rye  prices.    The  spot  price  of  domestic 
wheat  at  Berlin  on  September  14  was  $1.34  compared  with  51.37  the  week  befo: 
Bye  prices  were  £.97  and  $.98  respectively. 

In  Russia,  wheat  procurings  On  September  1  were     only  14  per  cent 
of  the  yearly  plan  compared  with  40  per  cent  at  that  time  last  year,  -accord- 
ing to  Mr.  Steere1 s  message  of  September  15.    Harvesting  loss  is  reported 
smaller  than  last  year  but  from  10  to  20  per  cent  loss  is  reported  in  inn 
portant  exporting  regions.  .  ..

The  immediate  future  holds  no  possibility  of  importing  American  whep; 
into  Japan  since  millers  are  holding  large  stocks  caused  by  anticipating 
a  weak  exchange  and  increased  import  duty  on  wheat,  Consul  CO.  Spamer' at 
Tokyo  has  informed  Agricultural  Commissioner  Dawson  at  Shanghai.    The  price 
of  wheat  at  the  mill  on  September  1  was:    Western  Red  No.  2,  88  cents  r>er 
— bushel;  Canadian  No*  1,  85  cents;  No,  5,  81  cents;  Australian  F.A.Q.  83 
cents;  Standard  grade  domestic,  68  cents;  Portland  wheat  c.i.f.  Yokohama, 
61  cents.    Tnee.t  imports  in  July  were:    From  Canada,  52,000  bushels;  Aus- 
tralia, 519,000  bushels;  total  571,000  bushels. 

Total  flour  exports  for  July  amounted  to  13C,C00  barrels  of  196 
pounds.    The  wholesale  price  of  flour  at  the  mill  on  September  1  was  83 
cents  per  bag  of  49  pounds.    The  domestic  market  registered  strong  with 
export  business  only  fairly  good  and  more  than  normal  stocks  on  hand,  tails 
are  in  a  favorable  condition  due  to  good  speculative  demand  for  flour  on 
the  domestic  market  with  the  expectation  of  a  further  slump  in  the  yen  ex- 
change rate. 
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Tientsin 

Consul  Atcheson  at  Tientsin  reports  that  wheat  flour  arrivals  at 
that  port  during  August  amounted  to  326\000  "barrels  of  which  27,000  were 
from  the  United  States;  21,250  from  Japan;  and  277,750  barrels  from  Shang- 
hai.   Local  mills  produced  167,250  "barrels  of  flour  during  August.  Impor- 
ters had  placed  orders  during  August  with  Australian  mills  for  48,000 
barrels  of  flour  for  October  and  November  shipment.    Stocks  on  hand  August 
31  at  Tientsin  were  321,250  barrels. 

Average  wholesale  prices  of  wheat  flour,  exwarehouse  Tientsin, 
packed  in  bags  of  49  pounds  net  and  quoted  in  terms  of  United  States  cur- 
rency per  barrel  at  the  end  of  August  were:    American  club  straight  $2-50; 
Canadian  first  clear,  $2.33;  Japanese,  $2.29;  Shanghai  milled,  $2.39; 
Tientsin  milled,  .first  grade,  $2.70,  second  grade,  $2.62,  third  grade,  $2.54. 

Wheat  prices 

Both  cash  and  future  prices  at  the  principal  world  markets  advanced 
from  the  low  point  reached  on  August  2  to  the  high  for  the  month  which 
occurred  on  August  10.    During  the  middle  of  the  month  prices  trended  down- 
ward but  again  advanced  during  the  last  week  so  that  the  prices  at  the 
close  of  August  were  only  a  few  cents  below  the  peak  for  the  month.  During 
the  second  week  of  September  prices  again  declined.    The  advance  in  Liver- 
pool prices  was  more  consistent  than  the  Chicago  advance.    United  States 
markets-  were  characterized  by  relatively  sharp  advances  which  could  not 
be  maintained,  thus  causing  them  to  be  more  erratic  than  the  prices  at 
Liverpool.    Wheat  prices  in  the  United  States  have  been  affected  in  no  small 
degree  by  the  activity  in  security  markets. 

December  futures  at  Chicago  closed  at  52  l/4  -  3/8  on  August  2  which 
was  almost  as  low  as  the  record  low  of "July  18.    A  relatively  rapid  advance 
brought  December  futures  to  59  5/8  at.  Chicago  on  August  10.    A  month  later 
on  September  12,  December  futures  closed  at  Chicago  at  54  3/8.  December 
futures  at  Liverpool  were  quoted  at  55  5/8  on  August  10;  a  month  later  on 
September  12,     December  futures  at  Liverpool  were  58  7/8.    The  net  advance 
at  Liverpool  from  August  2  to  September  12  was  3  l/4  cents  compared  with  a 
two- cent  advance  at  Chicago. 

Cash  prices  at  United  States  markets  followed  a  course  similar  to 
that  of  futures  except  that  cash  prices  were  somewhat  less  erratic.    No.  2 
Hard  Winter  at  Kansas  City  averaged  45.2  cents  per  bushel  on  August  3;  a 
month  later  on  September  3  the  weighted  average  price  was  49.5  cents,  a 
net  advance  of  4.3  cents  per  bushel.     The  advance  in  No.  1  Dark  Northern 
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Spring  at  Minneapolis  during  the  same  period  was  5.9  and  for  No.  2  Red 
Winter  at  St,  Louis  6,2  cents  per  "bushel.    No.  2  Amber  Durum  at  Minneapolis 
registered  a  net  gain  of  only  1.2  cents  per  bushel  during  this  period. 

No.  3  Manitoba  Northern  at  Winnipeg  declined  in  price  during  the 
last  three  weeks  of  August.    Sab  sequent  advances  during  the  early  part 
of  September  regained  the  low  sustained  during  August.    Hear  futures  at 
Ruenos  Aires  followed  a  similar  course.    At  Liverpool  No.  3  Manitoba 
Northern  averaged  59  cents  per  bushel  for  the  week  ended  August  12,  but 
declined  to  57  cents  for  the  week  ended  August  26.    Rosafe  at  Liverpool 
during  the  same  period  declined  from  58  to  57  cents  per  bushel.  Prices 
of  domestic  wheat  at  Berlin  declined  rapidly  during  the  first  three  weeks 
of  August  because  of  the  large  domestic  crop.    Slight  advances  were  re- 
corded during  the  latter  part  of  the  month  because  of  the  slow  farm  market- 
ing.   At  Paris  domestic  wheat  declined  from  an  average  of  152  cents  for 
the  week  ended  August  5  to  an  average  of  122  cents  for  the  week  ended 
August  12.     Subsequent  advances  brought  the  prices  to  128  cents  for  the 
week  ended  September  9.    The  decline  in  prices  at  Paris  are  the  result  of 
a  large  new  crop  of  high  quality  wheat  moving  to  market  in  volume.  See 
price  table,  page  467. 

Australian  wheat  situation 

The  1932-33  "heat  crop  in  Australia  is  unofficially  placed  at 
183,000,000  bushels  against  the  170,000,000  "bushels  reported  by  the  same 
agency  at  the  same  time  last  year,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Agri- 
cultural Commissioner  paxton  at  Sydney.    The  latest  official  1931-32 
estimate  is  190,000,000  bushels.    There  is  still  reason  to  believe,  however, 
that  the  1931-32  crop  may  reach  the  203,000,000  bushels  mentioned  by  Mr. 
Paxton  earlier  in  the  season,  the  Commissioner  states. 

The  probable  exportable  surplus  for  1932-33  is  placed  tentatively 
at  103,000,000  bushels  of  wheat  as  grain  and  28,000,000  bushels  as  flour. 
TTeekly  trade  reports  privately  compiled  suggest  a  total  export  for  1931-32 
of  about  150,000,000  bushels  as  grain  and  flour,  from  December  1,  1931  to 
November  30,.  1932.    Exports  during  this  period  (December  1,  1931  to  mid- 
September  1932)  however,  are  estimated  by  trade  sources  at  about  131,000,000 
bushels  and  an  average  of  about  2,000,000  bushels  a  week  would  be  necessary 
to  reach  the  150,000,000  bushel  total.    Australian  exports  for  several  weeks 
past  have  averaged  less  than  1,000,000  bushels  and  frequently  have  dropped 
to  as  low  as  half  a  million  bushels.    The  remaining  surplus  for  export  and 
carryover  appears  to  be  about  15,000,000  bushels  on  the  basis  of  the  official 
production  estimate  and  upwards  of  30,000,000  bushels  if  the  Agricultural 
Commissioner's  estimate  is  used.    The  crop  now  moving  was  grown  on  14,485,000 
acres,  whereas  the  1932-33  acreage  is  placed  by  the  Commissioner  at  16,817,000 
acres. 
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Bounties  were  paid  this  season  at  the  rate  of  4.5  pence  per  "bushel, 
and  had  accounted  for  almost  178,000,000  "bushel's  f 27 om  December  1,  1931  to 
August  11,  1932.    Eor  the*  1932K33  crop,  however,  the  Ministry  of 'Commerce 
has  announced  a  decision  to  postpone  any  consideration  of  a' bounty  pay- 
ment.   They  were  awaiting  the  price  position  after  final  outcome  of  the 
ITorthern  Hemisphere  crop  is  determined.    The  Government  is  considering  two 
alternatives  to  the  straight  bounty  as  paid  for  the  1931-32  crop.    One  is 
a  tax  on  flour  for  local  consumption  sufficient  to  pay  a  bounty  on  wheat 
as  high  as  in  1931-32.    The  other  is  to  peg  the  exchange'  at  a  considerably 
higher  rate  than  has  prevailed  during  the  past  year.    Recent  annual 
conferences  of  wheat  and  wool  growers  have  passed  resolutions  in  favor  of 
a.  higher  exchange  rate.    The  present  Australian  exchange  is  depreciated 
20  per  cent  below  the  depreciated  English  pound  sterling.    The  Commonwealth 
Bank  board  has  opposed  the'  idea,  but  the  Bank  of  Hew      South  Wales  and  some 
of  the  Commercial  banks  seem  to  favor  it.    Hew  South  Wales  is  the  leading 
Australian  state  in  wheat  production. 

Wheat  situation  in  Argentina 

The  1932-33  wheat  acreage  in  Argentina,  at  19,249,000  acres  is 
smaller  than  that  of  any  of  the  preceding  five  years  except  the  17,294,000 
acres  sown  in  1931-32,  according  to  Agricultural  Commissioner  G-.  S.  Ray  at 
Buenos  Aires.    Revisions  in  the  1932-33  figure  above  is  anticipated  in  the 
new  estimate  scheduled  to  appear  October  5.    Ho  official  or  private  estimates 
of  production  for  1932-33  have  yet  appeared.    A  very  small  amount  of  seed- 
ing was  still  to  be  done  late  in  August.    At  that  time  wheat  prospects  were 
regarded  as  satisfactory,  and  were  considered  as  slightly  better  than  at  the 
same  time  last  year.    Two  important  possible  sources  of  damage,  however, 
are  seen  in  (a)  the  somewhat  excessive ' and  advanced  growth  in  some  areas, 
with  increasing  danger  from  frost  damage,  and  (b)  locusts.    July  and  the 
first  half  of  August  were  unseasonably  warm  and  forced  growth.    So  far, 
locust  damage  has  been  confined  to  small  areas  in  less  important  regions. 

In  Buenos  Aires  province,  seeding  was  practically  completed  by 
August  26.    The  important  wheat  area  in  the  southern  and  southwestern  part 
of  the  province  seemed  to  present  the  best  prospects  at  that  time.  Where 
excessive  growth  has  occurred,  it  was  partially  checked  by  pasturing  and 
later  by  cooler  weather.    In  Santa  Ee  perhaps  30  per  cent  of  the  crop  in 
the  northern  part  of  the  wheat  zone  was  forming  stalks  and  there  was  pos- 
sibility of  damage  from  late  frosts;  in  the  southern  areas,  wheat  has  made 
a  normal  growth.    Conditions  were  generally  good  in  Cordoba  province.  Wneat( 
exports  during  August  were  slightly  larger  than  in  July  but  continued  below 
those  of  last  year.    From  May  1  to  August  21,  none  of  the  weekly  totals  this 
season  was  as  large  as  in  the  corresponding  weeks  of  last  year.  Ocean 
'freight  rates  had  an  easier  tendency  in  August.    Total  exports  since  January 
1,  however,  were  reported  more  than  2,500,000  bushels  larger  this  year  than 
la.st  • 
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FEED  GRAINS 

Summary  of  recent  feed  grain  information 

The  1932  "barley  production  in  27  countries  reported  amounts  to 
1,233,681,000  "bushels,  an  increase  of  nearly  18  per  cent  over  than  of 
last  year;  the  oats  production  in  23  countries  totals  2,966,266,000 
bushels,  an  increase  of  more  than  12  per  cent;  while  the  corn  crop  in 
9  countries  amounts  to  3,404,939,000  "bushels,  also  an  increase  of 
a"bout  12  per  cent.     See  pages  469  and  470  for  detailed  production 
fig-ores  of  the  feed  grains  "by  countries. 

The  second  official  estimate  of  the  1931-32  corn  crop  in  Argen- 
tina is  234,826,000  "bushels,  an  increase  of  about  16,500,000  "bushels 
over  the  first  estimate,  "but  the  crop  is  more  than  32  per  cent  "below 
the  record  production  of  the  preceding  year.    Although  a  record  area 
of  14,468,000  acres  was  planted  this  year,  growing  conditions  were 
not  so  favorable,  and  only  9,518,000  acres  were  harvested.     The  area 
harvested,  therefore,  was  considerably  below  that  of  the  past  two 
years.    The  exportable  surplus  of  corn  in  Argentina  as  of  September 
13  was  officially  estimated  at  more  than  69,000,000  bushels.  Recent 
exports  from  Argentina,  although  still  heavy,' have  fallen  somewhat 
below  those  of  a  little  earlier  in  the  season.     See  page  471  for 
tables    showing  current  price  and  trade  data. 

The  1932  corn  crop  in  the  Danube  Basin  is  estimated  by  Assistant 
Agricultural  Commissioner  Gibbs  at  536,190,000  bushels  compared  with 
463,812,000  bushels  last  year,  the  oats  crop  at  104,030,000  bushels 
against  33,336,000  bushels  last  year,  and  barley  at  151,566,000  bushels 
against  121,386,000  bushels.    The  Danube  Basin  office  forecast  of  the 
exportable  surplus  of  corn  for  1932-33,  including  a  4,157,000  bushel 
carryover,  is  84,861,000  bushels  compared  with  the  probable  export  of 
67,394,000  bushels  in  1931-32;  the  exportable  surplus  of  oats  is  fore- 
cast at  4,473,000  bushels  compared  with  the  1931-32  exportation  of 
1,316,000  bushels;  and  the  barley  surplus  is  forecast  at  51,900,000 
bushels  compared  with  1931-32  exports  of  33,574,000  bushels. 

Exports  of  feed  grains  from  the  Danube  3«sin  during  1932-33  will 
largely  depend  on  market  outlets  and  the  quantities  used  to  supplement 
wheat  as  a  human  food  for  internal  consumption.     Total  feed  grain  ex- 
ports curing  August  were  below  those  of  July  and  below  exports  of 
August  last  year. 
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COTTON 

British  strike  features  cotton  situation 

Though  little  prospects  of  immediate  settlement  of  the  wage  difficul- 
ties is  evident,  men  are  reported  to  be  returning  to  work  in  spite  of  nego- 
tiations, Agricultural  Attache  Foley  cabled  September  16  from  London.  The 
conference  is  continuing  and  at  Manchester  some  progress  toward  agreement 
in  the  weavers  strike  was  reported.     Stocks  were  reduced  and  a  substantial 
cloth  inquiry  appeared.    At  Liverpool  demand  was  greatly  improved  at  the 
lower  price  figures  as  compared  with  the  previous  week.     See  price  table 
page  473.     The  Havre  market  w^.s  affected  by  the  foreign  price  declines  and 
uncertainty  so  that  price  fixing  was  slow.    Foreign  cottons  were  again 
attractive  compared  with  American. 

Reviewing  the  continental  European  market  for  cotton  during  August 
and  September,  Agricultural  Attache  Stoere  at  Berlin  states  in  a  cable 
of  September  16  that  the  British  weavers'  strike  raised  some  hopes  of  im- 
proved markets  among  continental  competitors.     It  appears,  however,  that 
plentiful  British  offers  from  stocks  and  a  belief  in  an  early  end  to  the 
strike  have  hindered  the  anticipotod  benefit  to  continental  mills.  In 
general,  however,  there  was  a  decided,  and  to  a  largo  degree  unexpected 
improvement  in  the  continental  cotton  textile  situation  during  the  months 
indicated.     The  marked  August  advonce  in  overseas  prices  of  raw  cotton, 
particularly  the  American  advance  following  the  report  of  a  reduced  crop, 
stimulated  buying  of  all  classes  of  cotton  goods  and  brought  about  some 
increase  in  cotton  milling  activity.     There  has  been  some  replenishment 
of  stocks  of  goods,  especially  in  Central  Europe.     There  has  been  a  con- 
siderable renewal  of  confidence,  Mr.  Steere  states. 

Cott:-n  situation  in  China 

Late  summer  growing  conditions  have  boon  favorable  to  the  China 
cotton  crop,  according  to  radio  messages  from  Agricultural  Commissioner 
0.  L.  Dawson  at  Shanghai.     Favorable  growing  conditions  support  the  es- 
timate of  2,500,000  bales  adopted  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics 
for  the  current  season's  crop  and  considered  comparable  to  the  previous 
estimates  of  the  Chinese  Cotton  Mill  Owners'  Association.     This  estimate 
compares  with  1,700,000  bales  last  year  and  2,250,000  bales  in  1930. 

Mr.  Dawson  reports  that  the  Chinese  mills  are  operating  near 
capacity  and  Japanese  mills  about  60  per  cent  capacity.    Yarn  and  piece 
goods  markets  are  slow  and  mill  owners  are  finding  it  difficult  to  dispose 
of  their  output.     Go  id  crops  in  China  this  year  are  expected  to  lead  to 
some  recovery  in  the  demand  for  yarn. 
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Last  season  a  short  Chinese  crop  caused  by  flood  damage,  a  short 
crop  likewise  in  India,  and  a  record  Anerican  crop  represented  a  com- 
bination Of  circumstances  which  resulted  in  abnormally  low  prices  for 
American  cotton  in  comparison  with  shorter  staple  Chinese  and  Indian 
crops.    Normally  American  middling  7/3  inch,  exclusive  of  duty,  is  quoted 
25  to  30  pur  cent  higher  than  Chinese  staple  but  at  times  last  year  Amer- 
ican was  quoted  lower  than  Chinese.    Record  imports  and  consumption  of 
American  cotton  were  accordingly  attained. 

Present  indications  point  to  a  more  normal  situation  this  season. 
The  China  crop  prospect  is  good  and  a  more  usual  relationship  between  the 
price  of  Indian  and  American  staple  is  developing. 

The  unusually  low  price  for  American  cotton  as  compared  to  Indian 
and  Chinese  cotton  during  the  past  season  is  well  illustratod  in  the 
table  on  page  472.     It  will  be  noted  that  in  1929-30  the  sprocd  between 
standard  Chinese  cotton  a.nd  American  middling  7/8  inch,  exclusive  of  duty, 
was  about  17  taels  per  picul  (C  c-nts  per  pound  at  the  then  current  rates 
of  exchange)  but  during  the  past  season  the  spread  was  slight  if  any. 
Associated  with  thes^  low  prices  the  consumption  of  American  cotton  for 
the  year  which  ended  June  30,  1932  was  fully  one-half  a  million  bales 
more  than  the  preceding  year  and  reached  883,000  bales  of  500  pounds, 
only  slightly  less  than  the  consumption  of  Chinese  cotton.     The  table  be- 
low carries  the  consumption  of  the  mills  in  Chin?,  for  the  past  six  years. 
It  will  be  noted  that  approximately  400,000  bales  of  the  additional  con- 
sumption of  American  cotton  last  year  replaced  Chinese  staple  and  100,000 
bales  took  the  place  of  Indian  staple.    During  the  current  quarter  (July, 
August  and  September)  American  cotton  consumption  has  continued  at  a  high 
level  but  the  special  circumstances  associated  with  an  unusually  heavy 
consumption  of  American  cotton  will  largely  disappear  with  the  arrival 
of  new  crop  Chinese  cotton  which  is  new  being  harvested.

Switzerland  maintains  to"bacco  ■  "> 
consumption 

Total  tobacco  cons"umption  in  Switzerland  diiring  1931  was  about  the 
same  as  in  1930,  according  to  J.  B.  rlutson,  tobacco  specialist  in  Europe 
for  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.    During  1929,  1930  and  1931,  imports 
were  between  16  and  17  million  pounds  annually,  of  which  almost  half  came 
from  the  United  States.     In  recent  years  domestic  production  has  run  be- 
tween 1  and  1-1/2  million  pounds.     In  1931  small  increases  in  .the  consump- 
tion of  cigarettes  and  smoking  mixtures  were  offset  by;a  small  decline  in 
cigar  consumption.     Prom  1926  to  1930,  total  consumption  . increased  at  an 
average  rate  of  7  per  cent  annually.    All  classes  of  products  shared  in 
the  increase  but  in  the  case  of  cigarettes  the  increase  was  somewhat  great- 
er than  in  other  products. 

Total  imports  of  American  tobacco  reached  7,600,000  pounds  in  1931, 
a  slight  decline  from  1930  figures.     Of  the  imports  from  the  United  States 
about  half  is  consigned  direct  to  Switzerland  and  the  remainder  being  con- 
signed first  to  Breman,  Antwerp,  Genoa  or  Marseille.     Complete  date  by 
types  are  not  available  for  the  1931  imports,  but  incomplete  data  and  trade 
estimates  indicate  the  following  distributions  in. pounds:     Kentucky,  Ten- 
nessee and  Virginia  f  ire- cured ,,  '4,700,000;  Maryland,  2,200,000;  Burley, 
400,000  and  flue-cured  300,000..  The  fire-cured  tobacco  is  used  largely 
in  cigars,  but  also  to  a  small  extent  in  low-priced  smoking  mixtures.  In- 
dications are  for  a  growing  preference  for  milder  types  of  cigars,  which 
may  reduce  the  1932  imports  of  fire-cured  by  about  500,000  pounds.  Mary- 
land is  used  largely  in  cigarettes,  the  consumption  of  which  is  still  in- 
creasing, and  in  1932  is  expected  to  exceed  the  1931  consumption  by  200, 
000  pounds.    Burley  and  flue-cured  types  are  used  in  blended  cigarettes 
and  smoking  mixtures,  with  indications  for  a  1932  consumption  probably 
slightly  less  than  in  1931.

.  Chinese  peanut  situation  during  August 

Total  exports  of  peanuts  from  Tsingtao  during  August  amounted  to 
27,689,000  pounds  of  shelled,  1,9  56,000  pounds  of  unshelled  and  1,856,000 
pounds  of  oil,  according  to  a  radiogram  received  in  the  Foreign  Agricul- 
tural Service  from  Consul  U.  Roderick  Dorsey  at  that  post.     During  July 
exports  amounted  to  33,239,800  pounds. of  shelled,  2,655,400  pounds  of  un- 
shelled.,and  2, 554 i 000  pounds  of  oil.

If  the  aggregate  exports  of  peanuts  in  all  forms  from  Tsingtao  thus 
far  this  season  ere  converted  to  a  shelled  peanut  "basis,  the  total  amounts 
to  270,843  short  tons.    Baring  the  entire  1930-31  season  ending  October  31, 
1931,  the  total  aggregate  exports  amounted  to  the  equivalent  of  388,165 
short  tons.    Exports  during  the  last  two  months  of  the  1931-32  season  will 
probably  not  bring  the  total  above  275,000  short  tons. 

Growing  conditions  for  the  new  crop  continue  very  favorable  and  with 
the  10  per  cent  acreage  increase  it  is  safe  to  predict  that  the  quantity 
available  for  export  during  the  coming  season  will  be  above  300,000  short 
tons  of  shelled  nuts.    No  interest  in  the  1932  crop,  which  will  begin  to 
arrive  cn  the  market  at  the  beginning  of  November,  has  so  far  been  manifested 
by  foreign  buyers. 


LIVESTOCK,  MEAT  AND  TOOL 

German  hog  numbers  only  5  per  cent  below  last  year 

Hog  numbers  in  Germany  on  September  1,  1932  were  larger  than  expected, 
especially  market  hogs,  due  to  slow  marketings  during  the  summer  months  as 
a  result  of  unfavorable  prices,  according  to  a  cable  to  the  Foreign  Agricul- 
tural Service  of  the  3ureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Agricultural 
At .acne  L .  V.  Steere.     The  total  number  of  hogs  on  hand  on  September  1,  1932 
was  estimated  at  24,200,000  a  decrease  of  5  per  cent  compared  with  the  peak 
reacned  last  September.    There  was,  however,  a  reduction  of  8  per  cent  in 
the  total  number  of  sows  in  farrow  compared  with  the  same  date  last  year. 
The  ^ctal  number  of  brood  sows,  on  September  1,  showed  a  reduction  of  7  per 
cant  compared  with  1931  arid  9  per  cent  compared  with  1930.    The  greater  reduc- 
tion was  in  sows  of  six  months  and  over,  vri.th  a  decrease  of  9  per  cent  com- 
pared with  last  year  and  36  per  cent  compared  with  1930,  whereas  sows  over 
one  year  decreased  only  6  per  cent  compared  with  last  year.     See  table,  page 
4  •  2  • 

'The  slow  summer  marketing  of  hogs  this  year  will  probably  be  reflected 
in  larger  than  expected  marketings  during  the  coming  six  months,  states  Mr. 
b-eere.    ^addition  to  the  unfavorable  price  situation  during  the  summer 
mcr.tns  the  Prussian  tax  on  commercial  slaughter  was  raised,  effective  July  1. 
^P^cted  slaughter  from  December  1,  1931  to  June  30,  1932  amounted  to 
H'S?'™  hGad  ^  in  addition  2,800,000  were  killed  elsewhere  making 
14,7o<s-,  jOO  head  slaughtered  during  the  seven  months,  whereas  last  season, 
aurmg  the  same  period,  inspected  slaughter  amounted  to  12,097,000  head  and 
other  slaughter  to  2,891,000  head,  making  14, 856, 000  head  in  all.  Slaughter- 
ings up  to  the  end  of  June  this  year,  therefore,  were  1  per  cent  below  the 
same  period  last  year.

CURRENT  RUSSIAN  AGRICULTURAL  DEVELOPMENTS  a/ 

The  year  1932  brings  to  a  close  the  first  "Five  Year  plan"  period  for 
U.S.S.R.   (Union  of  Soviet  Socialist  Republics)  b/.     Compared  with  the  begin- 
ning of  the  planned  program,  marked  increases  in  the  acreage  of  all  crops, 
and  particularly  the  important  ones  of  wheat  and  cotton,  have  been  recorded. 
Wheat  exports  jn  19  50 -31,  following  the  excellent  crop  of  1930,  were  the  largest 
of  the  post-war  period,  while  cotton  production  has  advanced  so  far  as  to 
greatly  reduce  the  need  for  imports.     Great  strides,  far  exceeding  the  spec- 
ifications of  the  "Five  Year  Plan"  have  also  been  made  in  the  development  of 
state  and  collective  farming  and  its  mechanization.    As  recently  as  1929 
state  and  collective  farms  accounted  for  a  little  more  than  5  per  cent  of 
the  total  acreage  sown.     In  1932  such  farms  covered  78  per  cent  of  the  acre- 
age.   A  shortage  of  skilled  managerial  and  technical  personnel  and  lack  of 
incentive  on  the  part  of  the  peasants  seriously  hindered  the  prompt  execution 
of  tillage,  sowing  and  harvesting  operations,  a  matter  of  considerable  im- 
portance in  view  of  the  arid  conditions  under  which  so  large  a  share  of  the 
Russian  crop  production  is  b-..;ing  carried  on. 

The  total  Russian  acreage  remained  practically  stationary  for  1932  as 
against  1931  and  was  below  the  area  planned.    More  important,  however,  is  the 
reduction  in  the  area  of  most  of  the  important  cereals,   including  wheat. 
The  important  spring  wheat  acreage  this  year  not  only  failed  to  increase  in 
accordance  with  the  plan,  but  preliminary  estimates  indicate  a  10  per  cent 
reduction  from  1931  levels.     On  the  other  hand,  cotton,  sugar  beets  and 
various  other  industrial  and  minor  grain  crops  show  larger  acreages  this 
year.     Cotton,  however,  did  net  increase  as  much  as  was  planned.    While  no 
statistical  estimates  of  the  1931  cereal  crops  arc  available,  it  is  known  that 
1931  was  a  year  of  severe  drought  in  eastern  and  southeastern  Russia,  which 
reduced  seriously  the  wheat  outturn  and  paused  both  a  food  and  feed  shortage 
in  some  sections.    Fall  sowings  in  1931  were  delayed,  as  were  spring  sowings 
in  1932.    Weather  conditions  in  the  latter  part  of  this  summer  were  unfavor- 
able to  both  growth  and  harvest,  and  indications  are  for  a  1952  wheat  crop 
approaching  nearer  to  that  of  1931  than  the  good  crop  of  1930. 

Thus  far  this  season,  pro curings  of  grain  have  been  characterized  by 
numerous  unfavorable  factors,  and  the  outlook,  despite  a  reduction  in  the 
procurement  plan  from  1931,  appears  even  loss  favorable  than  last  year,  when 
procurlngs  also  were  backward.     Concessions  in  the  matter  of  private  trading 
to  peasants  wore  made  on  a  limited  scale,  but  it  is  still  too  early  to  say 
what  the  results  of  this  policy  will  be  and  how  it  may  affect  the  virtual 
government  monopoly  of  the  domestic  grain  trade.     In  livestock,  a  consider- 
able shortage  appears  to  exist  including  draft  animals,  which  is  affecting 
the  crop  production  schedule  unfavorably.    Most  of  the  livestock  losses  were 

incidental  to  the  vigorous  "collectivization"  campaign  of  1929-50.

USaoTJgh  it  is  still  somewhat  too  early  to  attempt  a  definite  estimate 
of  the  1932  Russian  wheat  crop,    private  reports  from  a  number  of  sources, 
together  with  official  Russian  announcements  and  analyses  of  weather  aata, 
point  to  the  likelihood  of  below-average  yields  for  the  Russian  crop  as  a 
whole,  according  to  Agricultural  Attache  Steere  at  Berlin.     This  points  to 
a  crop  considerably  below  that  of  1930  and  more  like  that  of  1931,  Winter 
wheat  yields  nay  not  be  much  below  average,  he  states,  but  the  spring  wheat 
outturn  will  be  definitely  below  average  because  of  the  decrease  of  about 
10  per  cent  in  acreage,  and  yields  probably  more  below  average  than  is  the 
case  for  winter  wheat.    The  spring  wheat  outlook  is  reported  particularly 
poor  in  the  Volga  region  as  a  result  of  a  serious  seed  shortage  and  some- 
what unfavorable  weather.    Late  seeding  is  also  believed  to  have  contri- 
buted to  the  reduction  of  spring  wheat  yields.     See  table  of  sowing  prog- 
ress and  best  sowing  period  on  page  460  .     On  the  other  hand,  conditions 
in  Siberia,  a  very  important  spring  wheat  region,  are  reported  much  better 
and  a  favorable  yield  nay  be  secured  in  that  region,  though  definite  in- 
formation is  still  lacking. 

Winter  wheat  yields  are  also  expected  to  vary  considerably.  The 
presence  of  rust  in  Western  Ukraine,  one  of  the  principal  winter  wheat 
sections,  is  definitely  established,  Mr.  Steere  states,  and  it  is  known 
that  yields  in  much  of  the  important  North  Caucasus  region  were  seriously 
affected  by  drought  and  hot  winds  in  June.     Ueather  data  studies  reveal 
that  unusually  heavy  rains  fell  in  the  North  Caucasus  and  Ukraine  during 
the  harvest  season.     This  is  confirmed  by  private  reports  and  also  by  the 
extreme  backwardness  of  harvest  work  and  -procuring  in  these  areas.  Yielcis 
on  the  big  state  farms  at  Verblud  and  G-igant  in  North  Caucasus  are  said 
to  be  lower  than  last  year  because  of  excessive  rain  and  last  year's  re- 
sults were  notably  poor  in  that  area.     See  Foreign  Crops  and  Markets, 
July  25,  1932,  pages  108-109  for  details.    For  distribution  maps  of  win- 
ter and  spring  wheat  acreage  in  the  various  regions  of  European  and  Asi- 
atic Russia,   see  the  following  pages. 

Though  grain  harvesting  is  now  practically  completed  in  all  regions 
of  U. S.S.R. ,  unusual  delays  and  backwardness  were  encountered  this  year, 
which  in  turn  has  considerably  affected  procurings  and  the  progress  of 
the  fall  sowing  campaign.    By  September  1  there  were  161  million  acres 
of  cereals  cut,  of  which  amount  99  million  were  stacked  but  only  48  mil- 
lion acres  threshed.     The  acreage  cut  was  about  80  per  cent  of  the  total 
acreage  of  winter  and  spring  cereals.    Last  year  at  the  same  time  185  mil- 
lion acres  of  grain  had  been  cut  and  69  million  acres  threshed.  Even 
last  year  the  spread  between  cutting  and  threshing  was  considered  large 
though. much  smaller  than  this  year.    The  lag  this  year  compared  with  last 
is  especially  large  for  Ukraine  though  all  other  significant  grain  pro- 
ducing regions  of  the  south  and  southeast  are  reported  below  1931,  The 
number  of  combines  and  other  power  harvesting  machinery  however  is  re- 
ported on  the  increase.     In  1932  there  were  16,000  combines  presiimably  in 
operation  according  to  'Socialist  Agriculture,  " 
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( 

Cotton 

The  outlook  for  this  year's  cotton  crop  in  the  U.S.S.R.  is  very- 
uncertain  on  account  of  varying  yields  and  a  rather  indefinite  acreage 
estimate.    Favorable  crop  prospects,  with  an  outturn  above  that  of  last 
year,  are  indicated  for  certain  regions,  notably  the  Kokand  region  of 
Uzbekistan,  an  important  cotton  section,  Mr.  Steere  states.     On  the  other 
hand,  the  rather  favorable  outlook  noted  earlier  in  the  season  as  a 
result  of  more  timely  sowings  than  last  year  and  favorable  weather  con- 
ditions, has  been  considerably  offset,  it  appears,  by  poor  cultivation 
during  the  important  growing  period.    Poor  and  often  excessive  irriga- 
tion of  fields  in  many  places  is  said  to  have  had  an  unfavorable 
influence  on  the  cotton  plants,  particularly  where  cultivation  was 
delayed  for  some  time  after  irrigation  and  a  dry  soil  crust  was  formed 
together  with  an  unusual  development  of  weed  growth. 

Recent  reports  indicate  that  this  year's  cotton  acreage  is 
probably  below  the  5,800,000  acres  officially  reported  in  the  preliminary 
estimate,  Mr.  Steere  points  out.     This  decrease  is  reported  partly  due 
to  loss  of  acreage  as  a  result  of  lack  of  cultivation  and  abandonment 
in  the  irrigated  regions  of  middle  Asia  and  Transcaucasus .     In  Ukraine 
about  123,550  acres  or  around  25-  per  cent  of  the  total  cotton  acreage 
there  are  also  said  to  have  been  lost.     Of  this  amount  almost  100,000 
acres  were  left  uncultivated  after  the  planting  and  the  young  cotton 
plants  were  killed  out  by  weed  growth.     Considering  these  various  acre- 
age modifications  the  Bureau's  Berlin  office  places  the  1932  Russian 
cotton  area  at  about  5,400,000  ccmpared  with  over  5,800,000  acres  reported 
in  July  1,  1931  and  the  recent  revised  figure  of  1931,  5,346,000  acres-. 
The  1932  plan  called  for  an  area  of  about  6,000,000  acres. 

Average  cotton  yields  in  recent  years  in  the  U.S.S.R.  have  shown 
a  rather  marked  decline,  going  from  a  reported  257  pounds  to  the  acre 
in  1927  t©  166  pounds  in  1931.     Last  year's  average  yields,  however, 
were  unusually  low  and  some  increase  this  year  is  expected.     One  reason 
offered  for  the  decreasing  cotton  yields  is  the  reduced  part  that  alfalfa 
has  been  playing  in  the  general  crop  rotation  system  in  Central  Asia  in 
recent  years  and  hence  exhaustion  of  the  soil.     In  1914  alfalfa,  it  is 
said,  represented  about  32  per  cent  of  the  crop  area  and  at  present 
only  17  to  18  per  cent.     The  use. of  fertilizer  also  is  reported  very 
limited  with  only  about  6.4  per  cent  of  the  acreage  having  been  fertilized 
this  year.    The  transition  from  small  and  more  intensive  farming  as 
prevailed  in  earlier  years  to  the  large  and  extensive  operations,  at  presen^' 
has  also  been  a  factor  making  for  reduced  yields  it  is  believed.  ■  Finally 
the  extension  of  cotton  growing  into  new  and  non-irrigated  regions  has 
no  doubt  influenced  average  yields. ' 
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Procurings  a/ 

Total  wheat  procurings  in  the  U.S.S.R.  up  to  September  1  were  reported 
at  14  per  cent  of  the  yearly  plan  compared  with  40  per  cent  procured  by  that 
time  last  year.     The  August  plan  of -  wheat  procurings  was  said  to  be  only  44 
per  cent  completed.     July,  which  is  the  first  month  of  the  Russian  grain  pro- 
curing campaign  slso  closed  with  the  month's  plan  for  all  grains  less  than 
half  executed.    Unfortunately  absolute  procuring  figures  are  not  currently 
available  by  individual  crops  but  include  all  grains  and  technical  crops. 
Despite  the  considerable  reduction  of  this  year's  procuring  plan  as  compr.red 
with  last  year,  it  appears  that  Soviet  authorities  will  meet  with  even  greater 
difficulty  in  procuring  the  grain  this  fall  and  winter,  Mr.  Steere  advises. 
The  r.one-too-fc.vcrable  crop  outturn  together  with  an  apparent  tendency  of  many 
poasants  to  withhold  delivery  are  expected  to  be  important  factors  in  the 
development  of  the  new  campaign. 

During  the  coming  mark-ting  year  the  sale  of  grain  on  the  open  market 
in  Russia  is  permitted  for  the  first  time  in  several  years  and  the  discrepancy 
between  prices  on  the  open  market  and  those  paid  by  the  government  procuring 
agencies  is  quite  marked  and  is  proving  a  handicap  to  the  procuring  agents. 
In  modifying  the  procuring  plan  for  1932  and  the  permitting  of  free  trading  in 
grain,  the  Soviet  decree  is  said  to  have  stipulated  that  the  procuring  plan 
and  seed  reserves  must  bo  fully  executed  before  domestic  trading  could  take 
place  which  was  expected  to  be  probably  in  January  1933.     with  some  sales  by 
collectives  and  peasants  already  reported  it  appears  that  this  part  of  the 
decree  is  being  violated  and,  together  with  the  backwardness  of  procuring 
operations,  considerable  difficulty  may  bo  encountered  in  completing  the  1932- 
33  procuring  plan.    A  non-oxecution  of  the  procuring  plan  along  with  the  food 
shortage  which  is  said  .to  exist  in  some  sections  would  tend  to  make  exports 
more  difficult. 

The  general  scope  of  such  open  market  operations,  however,  remains  quite 
limited  and  has  a  purely  local  character  since  middlemen  t-^d  long  distance  trans- 
portation by  rail  are  still  excluded.    The  Soviet  government  still  has  a  practical 
monopoly  of  the  domestic  and  foreign  grain  trade  and  hence  considerable  procurings 
must  continue  to  be  made  for  the  importrnt  deficit  areas  and  for  those  exports 
that  are  to  bo  made.     One  of  the  principal  features  of  the  procuring  plan  for 
the  coming  season  is  the  decreased  share  to  bo  contributed  by  the  collectives 
and  individual  peasants  making  it  possible  for  them  to  sell  some  grain  on  the  oper. 
market.    To  partially  offset  this  decrease  and  to  some  extent  perhaps  to  tend  to 
give  more  stability  to  the  procuring  campaign  the  state  farms  are  expected  to  fur- 
nish considerably  more  grain  than  last  year.

or  purchases  of  surplus  agricultural  products  by  Soviet  agencies  at  fixed  prices. 
Crops  thus  procured  or  collected  are  used  for  f joding  the  city  population,  the 
army  and  for  the  accumulation  of  reserves  or  for  exports.    Exports  of  grain,  as 
all  foreign  trade,  is  a  legal  monopoly  of  the  Soviet  government;  hence  the  rather 
close  significant  relation  between  procurements  and. probable  exports.

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1952  acreage  changes  and  crop  shifts 

Spring  crops 

The  preliminary  results  of  Russian  spring  plantings  published  in 
the  Socialist  Agriculture  for  July  14,  1932  indicate  a  reduction  in  the 
acreage  devoted  to  the  principal  grain  crops  with  the  exception  of  barley 
and  an  increase  in  the  acreage  of  less  important  cereals  such' as  millets, 
and  &f  most  industrial  crops.     The  larger  plantings  of  various  minor 
crops  in  the  face  of  a  decreased  acreage  under  wheat  and  other  principal 
cereals  is  significant.     This  shift,  indications  of  which  were  given  in 
the  Soviet  press  last  spring,  is  probably  related  to  the  shortage  of  seed 
which  was  a  factor  during  the  spring  sowing  campaign  this  year. 

The  spring  wheat  acreage  which  last  year  showed  an  increase  of  10 
per  cent,  was  reduced  this  spring  by  10  per  cent,  with  only  87  per  cent 
of  the  plan  executed.     The  reduction,  however,  was  partly  offset  by  the 
larger  winter  wheat  acreage  so  that  the  total  1932  wheat  area  was  only 
3.3  million  acres  or  3.5  per  cent  below  the  1931  acreage.     It  is  signifi- 
cant, however,  that  1932  was  the  first  year  since  1928  when  a  decline  in 
total  xvheat  acreage  occurred.     Spring  wheat  still  predominates  in  the 
Russian  wheat  acreage,  accounting  for  nearly  64  per  cent  of  the  total  but 
relatively  it  has  been  steadily  declining  since  1929,  when  it  amounted 
to  78  per  cent  of  the  total.    Winter  wheat,  on  the  other  hand,  has  shown 
both  an  absolute  and  a  relative  growth,  accounting  for  more  than  one-third 
of  the  total  wheat  acreage  in  1932,  whereas  in  1929  it  constituted  only 
a  little  more  than  one-fifth. 

While  the  spring  wheat  acreage  increased  in  1932  in  the  relatively 
unimportant  consuming  area  of  European  Russia  and  the  less  important 
regions  of  Asiatic  Russia,  it  was  reduced  in  all  the  important  producing 
regions,   such  as  the  Volga  Basin,  Ukraine,  Ural,  Western  Siberia,  and 
Kazakstan.     Only  in  North  Caucasus,  among  the  important  regions,  has  the 
spring  wheat  acreage  shown  a  very  slight  increase.     The  acreage  reduction 
was  especially  severe  in  Ukraine,  whore  the  1932  spring  wheat  area  was 
nearly  half  of  that  planted  the  preceding  year.     In  1931  there  also  occurr- 
ed a  reduction  of  nearly  2-|-  million  acres  or  30  per  cent  in  the  spring 
wheat  area  of  that  section.     However,  an  increase  of  nearly  6  million 
acres  in  the  winter  wheat  acreage  more  than  offset  this  reduction..  In. 
1932,  on  the  other  hand,  the  increase  in  winter  wheat  acreage  was  insignifi 
cant  and  as  a  result  the  total  wheat  area  of  Ukraine,  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant export  regions  of  U.S.3.R.  decreased  by  approximately  12  per  cent. 

From  the  standpoint  of  geographical  distribution,  the  important 
wheat  regions  of  U.S.S.R.  can' be  grouped  into  three  sections:     The  Volga 
Basin,  which  includes  the  middle  and  lower  Volga  regions  and  the-  Bashkir 
and  Tartar  Republics;  the  group  of  eastern  regions,  Ural  and  western 'Siberi 
and  Kazakstan;  and  the  southern  regions,  Ukraine  and  North  Caucasus.  The 
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1932  acreage  figures  showed  tho  greatest  reduction  in  tho  southorn  regions, 
nearly  25  per  cent,  due  of  course  to  the  effect  of  tho  decline  in  the  wheat 
area  of  Ukraine.    The  eastern  regions  cone  next  .  ith  tt  doorcase  of  15  per 
cent.     The  smallest  decline  (only  about  3  per  cent)  occurred  in  the  Volga 
Basin,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  many  parts  of  it  were  effected  by 
sever o  drought  and  failure  of  the  crops  last  year.    Unlike  1951,  v/hon  a 
marked  eastward  expansion  was  observed  in  the  Russia::  spring  wheat  acreage 
with  a  shift  into  the  mere  arid  section  of  the  country,  this  year  no  signi- 
ficant change  can  be  noted  in  the  geographical  distribution  of  .the  wheat 
crop.    The  share  of  the  Volgr.  Br  sin  in  the  total  Russian  spring  wheat  acre- 
rgo  increased  from  51  per  cent  in  1931  tc  nearly  54  r  or  c^nt  in  1952.  The 
share  of  the  southern  regions  decreased  from  17  to  15  per  cent,  and  like- 
wise the  share  cf  the  eastern  group  decreased  from  59  to  57  per  cent. 

In  addition  to  the  total  acreage  and  its  gecgrr  phicrl  distribution, 
an  important' factor  influencing  the  yields  and  outturn  of  the  wheat,  crop 
is  tho  timeliness  of  sewings.    Backward  sowings  htve  been  a  feature  of 
the  Russian  agricultural  situation  Curing  the  last,  few  years  which  witnessed 
the  transition  from  predominantly  individual  peasant  to  collective  farming. 
Early  sowings  are  looked  upon  by  all  Russian  authorities  as  one  of  the 
most  important  prerequisites  of  good  yields  an''  backwardness  in  planting 
is  censidorod  an  unfavorable  facter  greatly  increasing  the  hazard  tc  crops 
due  to  the  precarious.ncss  of  rainfall"  in  some  of  tho  most  important  regions 
cf  U.S.S.R.  and  the  dry  scorching  winds  which  cause.":  great  damage  to  y^.ung 
crops. 

This  spring  the  sewing  situation  for  the  country  as  a  whole, from  the 
standpoint  of  timeliness  was  m.  re  favorable  than  last  year  but  still  much 
less  favcrable  than  in  1950.     On  April  25,  IS  per  cent  of  the  total  wheat 
acreage  was  seeded  as"  against  15  per  cent  in  1931  and  47  per  cent  in  1950  • 
when  tho  total  acreage,  however,  was  smaller.     By  May  15,  72  per  cent  of  ■ 
the  acreage  was  seeded  this  year  as  against  60  per  cent  in  1951  and  62  per 
cent  in  1950.    The  situation,  however,  appears  to  be  much  less  favorable 
when  the  progress  of  sowings  in  individual  regions  is  compared  with  the 
normal  sowing  dates.     The' backwardness  of  sowing  is  then  especially  marked 
in  the  southorn  and  southeastern  Russian  wheat  regions  of  Ukraine,  North 
Caucasus  and  L-wer  Volga  where  the  seeding  campaign  normally  shculd  have 
come  to  an  end  during  the  latter  part  of  April.    3y  April  25,  however, 
Ukraine  seeded  only  60  per  cent  of  its  acreage,  North  Caucasus  51  per  cent 
and  Lower  Volga,  whore  the  sewing  period  usually  ends  somewhat  later,  a 
little  ever  15  per  cent.     It  is  obvious  that  a- large  part  cf  the  acreage 
in  these  regions  was  socdod  under  conditions  increasing  the  hazard  of  lew 
yields  unless  offset  by  frvorable  weather  conditions.     This,  he -..over,  did 
net  appear  to  be  the  case  during  the  latter  part   .  f  tho  suxier  in  the 
southeastern  part  of  European  Russia.    Unfavorable  weather  conditions  are, 
of  course,  partly  responsible  for  the  delay  in  sowings,  but  a  large  share 
of  the  responsibility  is  also  attributed  ty  Soviet  sources  to  organization 
and  n-nagemont  difficulties  of  tho  modern  Russian  farming. 
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The  1932  acroago  under  cats  and  corn  showed  decreases  of  9  and  7 
per  cent  respectively.     Only  barley,  among  the  major  spring  grain  crops, 
registered  a  slight  increase  in  acreage.     In  the  case        oats,  a  con- 
siderable reduction  of  acreage  occurred  in  the  important  Central  Blr ck 
Soil  region,  the  Ukraine,  and  especially  in  Ural.     On  the  other  hand,  a 
larger  .acreage  was  planted  in  the  Nijnii  Novgorod  and  Moscow  regions, 
and  in  fact,  in  most  of  the  so-called  consuming  area  of  European  Russia, 
where,  it  should  be  notod,  cats  plays  a  far  more  important  part  in  the 
cropping  systems  than  wheat. 

Corn  acreage  decreased  in  Ukraine  and  North  Caucasus,  the  two 
principal  'corn-growing  regions  of  U.S.S.R.  which  account  for  about  three- 
fourths  of  the  total  Russian  corn  acreage.     In  a  number  of  less  important 
regions,  corn  acreage  increased.     Barley  acreage  increased  in  most  of  the 
growing  regions,  including  N^rth  Caucasus,  which  is  the  second  important 
barley  region  in  U.S.S.R.    A  reduction  of  acreage,  however,  took  place 
in  Ukraine,  which  account  for  more  than  a  third  of  the  total  European 
barley  acreage. 

Most  of  the  so-called  industrial  groups  showed  an  increase  in 
acreage.     It  was  especially  marked  in  the  case  of  sunflower  seed,  flax- 
seed, and  sugar  beets. 

Though  the  1932  Russian  cotton  acreage  is  about  5  per  cent  below 
the  plan,  it  is  about  450,000  acres  above  the  area  planted  last  year, 
according  to  preliminary  official  estimates.     The  reported  gain  in  acreage 
is  less  than  that  which  occurred  between  1929  and  1930,  and  again  between 
1930  and  1931  when  it  amounted  to  1,300,000  and  1,400,000  acres  respective- 
ly.    It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  these  are  preliminary  estimates 
which  in  the  past  were,  as  a  rule,  subsequently  revised  downward  and  a 
similar  revision  may  occur  in  the  caoe  of  the  1932  figures.     The  Bureau's 
Berlin  office  now  places  the  1932  acreage  at  5,400,000  acres^which  would 
be  an  increase  of  loss  than  100,000  acres.    Also  see  page  448.     The  figures 
of  tho  cotton  acreage  as  officially  reported  are  given  in  the  table  on 
page  461.     Vftiilo  no  regional  figures  for  1930  and  1931  are  available  to 
correspond  with  the  revised  totals,  the  comparison  of  the  unrevised  regional 
estimates  with  those  for  1932  would  probably  not  distort  seriously  the 
picture  of  the  regional  distribution  of  the  crop.    Such  comparison  reveals 
relatively  little  change  in  tho  distribution  of  the  Russian  cotton  acreage 
among  the  three  principal  sections  of  cotton  cultivation  in  U.S.S.R^  Central 
Asia  with  the  adjoining  districts  of  Kazakstan  and  Kirghizia,  Trans-Caucasia 
and  the  new  cotton  belt  of  European  Russia.    The  rapid  development  of  the 
latter  with  cotton  grown  on  non-irrigated  land  has  been  an  outstanding 
feature  of  tho  expansion  of  the  Russian  cotton  acreage  during  the  last  few 
years.     (See  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets",  August  3,  1931,  p.  162.)  This 
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year,  however,  the  rate  of  expansion  of  the  cotton  acreage  in  the  new  belt 
was  very  snail  compared  with  last  year  which  witnessed  practically  the 
trebling  of  acreage.    Extensive  abandonment  of  acreage  after  planting  in 
Ukraine  would  bring  the  area  for  harvest  in  the  new  belt  still  further  down- 
ward . 

The  total  spring-sown  area  of  U.S.S.R.  remained  practically  stable 
in  1932.    The  reduction  in  the  acreage  of  the  principal  cereals  was  offset 
by  the  increased  area  of  industrial  and  minor  crops.    While  the  total  sown 
area  remained  stationary,  its  regional  distribution  presents  a  more  spot- 
ted picture.     Some  important  producing  regions  such  as  Ukraine,  Bashkiria, 
western  Siberia,  Kaznkstan  and  Central  Asia  show  a  reduction  of  acreage 
while  others  such  as  North  Caucasus,  Crimea,  Middle  Volga,  Tartar  Republic 
and  Central  Black  Soil  regions  have  a  larger  acreage.     The*'11 consuming  area" 
of  European  Russia,  Eastern  Siberia,  the  Far  East  and  Transcaucasia,  like- 
wise increased  their  acreage  while  Ural  and  Lower  Volga  remained  with  a 
practically  stationary  acreage. 

A  further  growth  of  the  area  planted  on  the  collective  and  state 
farms,  which  together  formed  the  so-called  Socialist  sector  of  Russian 
agriculture  and  the  corresponding  decline  of  the  area  on  the  individual 
peasant  holdings  was  observed  during  the  spring  sowing  campaign  this  yean 
The  1932  sown  area  on  the  collectives  increased  by  13  per  cent  over  the 
preceding  year,  constituting  69  per  cent  of  the  total  spring  sown  area  on 
all  types  of  farms  this  year  as  against  61  per  cent  in  1931.     The  area  of 
the  state  farms  showed  an  increase  of  25  per  cent  and  is  now  11  per  cent 
of  fee  total  spring  acreage.     The  acreage  on  the  individual  peasant  hold- 
ings, on  the  other  hand,  decreased  by  35  per  cent  in  1932  and  is  now  only 
20  per  cent  of  the  total  spring  area  as  against  30  per  cent  last  year. 

The  area  sown  on  the  collectives  increased  in  all  regions  except  in 
Ukraine  where  it  declined.    The  increase  was  smaller  in  regions  where  col- 
lectivization has  already  been  extensive  such  as  North  Caucasus  and  Lower 
Volga  with  80  per  cent  of  the  sown  area  collectivized.    It  was,  horrover, 
larger  in  regions  less  extensively  collectivized  such  as  the  Central  Black 
Soil  and  Middle  Volga  regions,  the  consuming  area  of  European  Russia,  the 
various  national  republics,  "Eastern  Siberia  and  the  Far  East. 

The  sown  area  of  the  state  farms  declined  in  the  Volga  Basin  and 
Eazakstan  which  are  largely  situated  in  the  semi-arid  belt  of  W.S.S.R.  and 
where  the  large-scale,  state  grain  farms  were  organized  during  the  last  few 
years.    On  the  other  hand,  in  ?/estern  Siberia,  Ural  and  North  Caiicasus 
which  are  also  important  regions  of  state  grain  farming,  the  acreage  of  the 
state  farms  was  increased.    A  gain  was  likewise  shown  in  the  acreage  of  state 
farms  of  Ukraine,  and  the  Central  Black  Soil  regions,  which  are  the  two 
other  important  regions  of  state  farming  in  European  Russia  where  a  variety 
of  crops  are  grown. 
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The  fall  sowings  _plan 

The  plan  for  the  fall  acreage  this  year  calls  for  an  area  of  104,- 
000,000  acres  as  against  the  planned  acreage  of  107,000,000  and  actually- 
sown  area  of  98,000,000  acres  last  fall.     This  5'ear's  plan  is  thus  smaller 
than  in  1931  hut  is  still  about  11  per  cent  larger  than  the  area  actually 
sown  last  fall.     The  plan  again  specifies  an  increase  in  the  winter  wheat 
acreage  of  about  4,000,000  acres  or  12  per  cent.     It  is  significant,  how- 
ever, that  the  planned  witter  wheat  acreage  of  Ukraine,  the  largest  winter 
wheat  region  of  U.S.S.R.  is  only  slightly  above  the  area  actually  sown  in 
the  fall  of  1931,  the  figures  being  16,062,000  acres  planned  for  the  fall 
of  1932  and  15,963,000  sown  in  the  fall  of  1931.    Originally,  however,  a 
larger  winter  wheat  area  of  19,200,000  acres  was  planned  for  Ukraine  this 
year  ("Socialist  Agriculture",  April  28,1932). 

The  area  planned  for  winter  rye  which  is  the  predominant  winter 
cereal    of  Russia  is  slightly  less  than  the  1931  acreage.     This  decline 
harmonizes  with  the  emphasis  put  by  the  Soviet  authorities  on  the  extension 
of  winter  wheat.    Winter  rye  acreage,  however,  vhich  in  1932  was  double  that 
of  wheat  still  greatly  exceeds  the  latter.     The  plan  calls  for  a  consider- 
able increase  in  the  acreage  under  winter  barley  which,  is  grown  principally 
in  the  Caucasus '  and  Turkestan.    Winter  barley,  however,  accounts  for  a 
relatively  small  proportion  of  the  total  Russian  barley  acreage  which  is 
principally  spring  seeded.     The  acreage  under  various  miscellaneous  winter 
crops  such  as  sunflower  and  others  is  also  to  be  increased  in  accordance 
with  the  plan. 

The  share  of  collective  and  state  farms  in  the  1932  fall  sown  acre- 
age is  to  be  somewhat  further  expanded,  according  to  the  plan  with  an  in- 
crease from  72  per  cent  of  the  total  in  1931  to  78  per  cent  in  1932  indi- 
cated.    Tne  share  of  the  individual  peasants  is  to  be  correspondingly  re- 
duced from  28  to  22  per  cent  of  the  total.     The  proportion  of  the  acreage 
to  be  worked  by  the  machinery- tractor  stations  for  the  collectives  is  very 
considerably  increased  by  the  plan,  from  25  per  cent  of  the  total  fall-sown 
"acreage  in  1931  to  over  40  per  cent  in  1932. 

The  Commissariat  of  Agriculture  of  U.S.S.R.  in  announcing  the  plan 
decreed  that  special  attention  should  be  given  to  the  selection  of  land 
suitable  for  the  winter  crops,  particularly  fallow  land  and  to  seeding 
within  the  dates  specified  for  different  regions.    The  acreage  sown  is  to 
be  classified  according  to  the  land  used  and  whether  sown  within  the  proper 
sowing  period  or  at  later  dates.     The  use  of  pure  and  disinfected  seed  is 
decreed  and  in  general  the  Commissariat  of  Agriculture  puts  the  emphasis 
on  quality  rather  than  on  quantity,  considering  a  pursuit  of  the  latter  as 
observed  in  a  number  of  regions  resulted  in  a  loss  of  output.    The  following 
seeding  datus  are  established:     September  10  -  Consuming  Area,  including 
White  Russia,  Central  Black  Soil  region,  Ural  Bashkir  and  Tartar  Republics 
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and  Middle  Volga  region.    September  20  -  Lower  Volga  region,  northern  and 
central  parts  of  Ukraine  and  North  Caucasus .    October  10  -  Southern  part 
of  North  Caucasus  and  Ukraine,  and  Crimea. 

These  dates  appear  to  be  earlier  than  normal  for  many  regions  and 
their  setting  is  probably  motivated  by  .the  desire  to  speed  up  and  do  away 
with  the  backwardness  of  sowings  which  tended  to  reduce  yields  and  has 
been  in  recent  years  a  weak  spot  in  the  Russian  production  situation. 

The  fall-plowed  area  is  increased  by  the  plan  from  91,000,000  acres 
in  1931  to  106,000,000  acres  in  1932,  which  is  over  40  per  cent  of  the  1932 
spring-sown  acreage. 

Foreign  agricultural  trade 

The  U.S.S.R.  foreign  trade  in  farm  products  is  predominantly  from 
an  export  standpoint  as  imports  are  relatively  insignificant.  Statistics 
of  Russian  foreign  trade  are  available  at  the  tine  of  writing  for  the 
calendar  years  1930  and  1931  and  the  first  four  months  of  1932.    See  tables 
pages  464  and  465,     These  figures  show  that  while  general  world  trade  con- 
ditions were  considerably  depressed   the  quantity  of  most  commodities  ex  - 
ported  in  1931  from  Russia  increased  over  the  preceding  year.     The  value 
of  the  exports,  however,  declined  as  a  result  of  the  lower  price  level  of 
most  commodities. 

Cereals 

Cereals  now  as  before  the  World  War  constitute  the  backbone  of  the 
Russian  agricultural  exports  and  wheat  is  by  far  the  most  important  export 
cereal.    During  the  calendar  year  1931  wheat  exports  were  only  slightly 
below  the  preceding  year,  exceeding  93,000,000  bushels  (with  flour  included) 
as  against  94,000,000  bushels  in  1930.     The  agricultural  year  beginning  July 
1,  however,  appears  to  provide  a  better  basis  for  the  consideration  of  cereal 
exports  than  the  calendar  year.     Total  wheat  shipments  for  the  year  July 
1930  to  June  1931  through  all  the  frontiers  of  U.S.S.R.  amounted  to  about 
112,000,000  bushels.    For  the  11  months  of  the  year  1931-32,  ending  with  May 
1932,  for  which  statistics  are  available,  wheat  shipments  totaled  72,000,000 
bushels.    For  monthly  figures  of  shipments  since  July  1930,  see  table  on 
page    466  .  1931-32  exports,  after  reaching  a  peak  for  the  year  in  August, 
when  21,000,000  bushels  were  shipped  have  steadily  declined  until  they  be- 
came insignificant  after  February  1932. 

The  large  wheat  exports  in  1931-32  came  after  several  years  of 
Russia's  practical  absence  from  the  world  market  and  are  the  largest  post- 
war exports  on  record.    The  excellent  wheat  crop  in  1930  enabled  the  Soviet, 
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government  which  practically  controls  the  distribution  of  the  commercial 
crop  and  rations  domestic  consumption  to  ship  large  quantities  of  the  grain 
abroad.     The  decline  of  exports  in  1931-32  is  probably  due  to  the  poor 
1931  crop.  ,      .1  •  ' 

Notwithstanding  their  large  size,  the  1930-31  wheat  exports  did  not 
reach  the  level  of  the  pre-war  years  of  heavy  exports ,  such  as  1913-14  with 
shipments  exceeding  160 ,.000, 000  bushels  or  1909-10  and  1910-11  when  they 
nearljr  reached  230,000,000  bushels.     They  were,  however,  larger  than  the 
shipments  of  1911-12  and  1912-13  (80,000,000  and  100,000 ,000  bushels  re- 
spectively) which  followed  the  serious  drought  in  1911  and  the  closing  of 
the  Bcsphorus 'and  Dardanelles  during  the  I talo- Turkish  ,and  Balkan  wars. 

The  shipments  of  barley  which  is  the  export  cereal  next  in  importance 
to  wheat,  declined  in  1931  compared  with  1930,  but  even  in  that  year  they 
were  greatly  below  the  pre-war  exports.    A  large  volume  of  the  trade  in 
those  years  went  to  Germany.    Rye  and  oats  exports,  on  the  other  hand,  in- 
creased in  1931.    The  former  was  even  above  the  pre-war  average  but  rye 
continued  to  decline  as  during  the  quarter  of  century  preceding  the  war. 
On  the  other  hand,  during  the  first  four  months  of  this  year,  larger  ex- 
ports of  rye  were  maintained  compared  with  the  corresponding  period  of  1931, 
but  oats  showed  a  drastic  decline.     Corn  exports  for  this  period  were  larger 
than  during  the  whole  two  preceding  calendar  years. 

An  unusual  increase  was  shown  in  1931  "butter  exports  with  shipments 
three  times  those  of  1930.    Nevertheless  they  were  still  less  than  half 
of  the  average  for  1909-1913,  when  butter  was  becoming  an  important  feature 
of  the  Russian  export  trade  and  Russia  was  only  second  to  Denmark  in  the 
volume  of  butter  exports. 

Though  U.S.S.R.  exported  small  quantities  of  cotton  in  1931,  the 
really  significant  feature  in  the  cotton  trade  is  the  decline  in  Russian 
cotton  import  in  recent  years.    This  decrease  was  especially  great  in  the 
case  of  the  United  States  cotton,  of  which  none  or  very  little  was  taken 
by  U'.S.S.R.  in  1931,  according  to  Soviet  official  statistics.    In  1930, 
95,000  bales  were  imported  and  in  1929,  338,000  bales.    On  the  other  hand, 
imports  of  cotton  from  Egypt  and  Persia,  the  other  two  important  sources  , 
of  supply,  increased  somewhat  in  1931. 

All  foreign  trade,  including  exports  and  imports,  has  been  a  monopoly 
of  the  Soviet  government  since  1918  and  this  fundamental  principle  has  not 
been  affected  by  changes  in  the  Soviet  economic  policy  during  the  last  14 

years.  "  The  monopoly  is  vested  in  the  People's  Commissariat  for  Foreign 

Trade  and  no  institution,  company,  firm  or  person,  whether  State,  cooperative, 
or  private,  may  conduct  import  or  export  business  without  the  sanction  of 
this  Commissariat,  unless  specifically  authorised  by  decree  of  the  Council 
of  Labour  and  Defence,  or  unless  authorised  by  a  concession  agreement  approved 
by  the  Council  of  People's  Commissars.     This  privilege  is  accorded  to  a 
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particularly  small-  number  of  concerns,  their  rights  in  most  cases  being  re- 
stricted to  a  s'pecific  class  of  commodities   The  most  important  of 

the  concerns  authorized  to  engage  in  foreign  trade  are  (1)  the  All-Union 
Report  and  Import  Combines  each  of  which  has  the  monopoly  of  export  or  im- 
port transactions  in  a  specially  defined  commodity  or  group  of  commodities; 
(2)  the  special  autonomous  bureaus  of  foreign  trade  attached  to  certain 
State  industrial  organizations;  and  (3)  institutions  formed  by  other  organ- 
izations with  the  participation  of  state,  cooperative  or  foreign  capital....
